But Sanford was subsequently 
disqualified on the unrelated scoring 
question. 


AMA responds to 
Executive Order 
11989 


The American Motorcyclist As- 
sociation (AMA) says it is “still 
extremely wary” following Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's May 24 or- 
der dealing with use of off-road 
vehicles (ORVs) on public land. 

AMA Executive Director Barrie: 
Best said, "We are relieved that 
Executive Order 11989 issued by 
President Carter seems to reflect the 
protests of individual motorcyclists 
who reacted to a leak of the proposed 
order in March. That proposed order, 
generated by the Council on 
Environmental Quality (CEQ), 
represented a serious threat to our 
sport. 

"On the other hand," Best 
continued, "we are very wary about 
the potential effect of the executive 
order as issued, and we have mounted

Frenchman Charles Coutard 
(Bul) scored his first ever win in 
World Championship trials in 
the Cycle News sponsored, 
Michigan-Ontario Trials Association 
promoted seventh round of world class 
competition. - 

Marland Whaley (Hon) followe 
Coutard in the final tabulations 
trailing the quiet Frenchman by 8.3 
points, 31.6 to 23.9. The pair had 
emerged from the first 25 section loop 
dead even at nine marks each, but the 
second loop told the tale as Whaley 
picked up a pair of “fives” early on.

Martin Lampkin (Bul) took third 
place World Championship points 
with Griffitts out and moved into a tie 
at 60 points each. with Malcolm 
Rathmell for the championship: lead. 

Bernie Schreiber had a finger nail 
torn off at the start of the second loop 
in a crash, but continued to finish 
12th. 

The event also counted as an 
AMA/NATC National with Whaley 
taking the win ahead of Griffitts, 
Sweet, Leavitt and Schreiber. Ld

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Suzuki clinch 
third straight 
consecutive 250cc 
AMA National 
Championship

Tony DiStefano sat on the back of the Team 
Suzuki van before practice, lacing up his boots 
and checking over the rest of his riding gear. 
He was obviously relaxed and sure of what he 


had to do. 


"I've got to stay ahead of Pomeroy 
and Smith in the first moto. If I can do 
that, the Championship will be mine 
and I can take it easy in the second 
moto. The day's overall win would be 
nice, but not necessary. I know that 
both Pomeroy and Smith will be going 
for it, so if I stay ahead of them I'll 
probably get the overall win as well. 
But I do want to get it (the 
Championship) over with in the first 
moto.” 

Over. in the Team Honda pits 
tension ran high, and the air was thick 
with purpose. Both Jim Pomeroy and 


Marty Smith had an outside chance at 
beating Tony D for the 1977 AMA 
National 250cc Motocross 


“Championship. It was a longshot, 


though. Either Tony would have to 
break one moto on the tough new Hi- 
Point Raceway course at Mount 
Morris, or finish no better than 10th in 
both motos while Pomeroy or Smith 
won. 

“The only way to beat him,” joked 
Bimbo, “is to knock Tony down and 
go for the win.” 

Smith was a lot more serious than his 


teammate. Ever since he won the 





season's 250cc opener at Hangtown he 
had wanted the title. Marty stood an 
excellent chance of winning the 
hardest fought, 250cc National 
championship in AMA history up until 
just last weekend when his usually- 
reliable RC works bike blew fourth 
gear and failed to finish the first moto 
in Buchanan, Michigan. Marty wasn't 
going to give up without providing 
Tony a fight. 

“For me,” said Marty, “second place 
doesn’t mean anything. No one will 
remember you finished second in the 
Championship two years from now.” 


The race 

Dave Arnold, Merle Anderson and 
Alan Hahn checked over nuts, bolts 
and spokes for what must have seemed 
the millionth time before the bikes 
were pushed to the starting line for the 
first moto. Motorcycle reliability, 
along with rider performance, would 
decide the Championship. 

When the gate crashed to the 
ground the moto instantly 
materialized into "the" showdown as 
Smith edged the fire engine red Honda 
into the lead ahead of DiStefano's 
yellow RH, followed by Ohio rider 
Jerry Sales, who later would be 
displaced back into the pack, LaPorte, 
Weinert, Burgett, Ellis and Staten. 
Jim Pomeroy endoed on the first lap, 
remounted but would crash twice 
more before the race ended leaving 
Bimbo out of contention. 

On lap five LaPorte moved up to 
pass teammate Tony D and ran second 
for three laps before a roost of dirt 
from Marty's rear tire temporarily 
blinded Danny and let Tony and 
Weinert pass. 

As the moto reached the halfway 
point, DiStefano and Weinert closed 
on Smith and the three continued to 
circulate the track only 20 feet apart. 
About a hundred yards behind them, 
















LaPorte and Ellis battled back and 
forth for fourth position. 


"I wasn't going to pass Smith," said: 
Tony, "because he was truckin' and it 
would mean taking a chance. But then 
all the spectators started yelling and 
waving me on. In one turn they were 
leaning over the fence so hard to wave 
at me, the fence fell through so I 
decided to go for it.” 

With two laps remaining, Tony 
closed in behind Marty, and his 
momentum brought Jimmy along as 
well. On a downhill section that had a 
180 degree off-camber turn at the 
bottom Tony and the Jammer pulled 
right in behind the Honda. Marty felt 
the pressure... 

“I took the inside line going back up 
the hill, started to spin too much and 
they got by." 

Both Tony and Jimmy pulled right 
up the hill on either side of Marty. 
Tony was in better position for the 
next turn at the top of the hill and 
took over the lead. Jimmy slipped into 
second a few turns later. The race and 
the battle for the 1977 National 250cc 
Championship was over. Tony’s first 
place for the moto gave him all the 
points he needed. The fight over 
fourth place lasted until the last lap 
when Ellis held off LaPorte. 

“That’s the kind of good racing the 
whole series contained,” said Weinert. 
“I just wish my injuries hadn’t slowed 
me down at the start of it.” 

The second moto was almost anti- 
climactic as everyone maintained their 
positions off the start and more or less 
— mostly more — played follow the 
leader. Marty pulled another holeshot; 
but didn’t make any mistakes this time 
to hold off Tony the entire 45 minutes. 


Kent Howerton got a good start and 
ran third the entire race ahead of Ellis; 
Pomeroy, Stackable, LaPorte, Sun.

Tripes and Croft. Weinert dropped 
back to 11th after a good start due to 
fatigue. The first moto had totally 
worn out the recuperating Kawasaki 
pilot. 

Yamaha's top star, Bob Hannah, 
had a miserable day. A sprained ankle 
in practice left the “Hurricane” riding 
cautiously and finishing the first moto 
in 12th place. In the second moto, Bob 
tried to get hot and nearly killed 
himself on the first lap. In typical 
Hannah fashion, though, he stayed on 
two wheels after coming off a jump 
and landing sideways off the track on 
top of a thick wood post holding up 
the snow fencing. Bob Hannah 
destroyed’ the post, scattered 200 
spectators, and totaled out the 
internal shifting mechanism of his 
OW-250. 

After the race, Tony D gave a 
beautiful 15-minute speech during 
trophy presentation. Fans crowded 
around as he answered their questions, 
and thanked his sponsors, notably 
U.S. Suzuki and Full House; along 
with mechanic Alan Hahn, for helping 
him win his third consecutive 250cc 
National Championship. 

"I know the Honda boys are D- 
isgusted at losing, but I certainly am 
D-lighted," smiled Tony, with one of 
his many puns. “But this time there's 
certainly no question that I won the 
Championship with the most points, 
the most wins, and the hardest 
competition in three years.” ө

CAMP VIRNER, CA, MAY 21 

The California Enduro: Riders 
Association (North) put on North- 
ern California’s best enduro Sat- 
urday and Can-Am mounted 


Skip Olson blitzed to the overall win 
with a score of nine points. Olson, who 
flew in from Minnesota for the event, 
started way back with the C riders on 
minute 124. Olson’s strategy was 
apparently to let his competitors break 
trail so that he could blaze through the 
forest at his spectacular best. He 
managed to slip around the beginners 
without too much trouble even in the 
many tight sections of the 138.6-mile, 
six-hour-and-20-minute ride. C riders 
came into the checks asking “Who the 
hell was that?” with looks of outright 
awe. For Olson, this win was another 
step towards a top ranking in national 
points. Olson also commented that 
this was the “most technically correct 
west coast enduro" he had ever 
participated in. 

Honda rider Don Sanford finished 
second overall with a score of 13. The 
Texan came into the last check in a 40 
m.p.h. power slide with a big grin on 
his face, shouting "Super bitchen' 
run!” Mike Hannon (Bul) from 
Southern Cal took third place with 14 
— six of these points accumulated 
when he burned a check. Fourth place 
was 19-year-old Kevin Snapp aboard a 
Can-Am which he brought with him 
from his home in Wisconsin. Snapp 
had 15 points. 

Local hot shoes John Clark (KTM) 
and George Hendrix (Yam IT400) 
were separated by seconds at 20 points 
each. Clark won fifth and Hendrix 
sixth. Another tie breaker gave Randy 
Carles (Husky) the seventh position 
and Ben Bowers (Bul) the eighth spot. 
They both dropped 23. John Troutt 
(Husky) had 25 and Charles Marshall 
(Hon) pulled a 28 to be ninth and 10th 
overall finishers. First overall B rider 


40. This trophy put him in the A class. 










343 riders left the start line 
beginning at 7:30 a.m. Three riders 
left every minute, making the checking 
less- hectic and more accurate, and 
discouraging serious bottlenecks. It 
was hoped that the three-per-minute 
schedule would compensate for dusty 
conditions, however, thanks to the late 
spring moisture, dust was not a factor. 

The course was super rugged, 
particularly where the tight trails were 
run at 24 and 21 m.p.h. The slowest 
average was 18 m.p.h. and the fastest 
27  m.p.h. Some 244 riders 
finished...but not necessarily within 
their hour. 

Riders who had houred out at the 
first gas ас 52.0 miles were 
disqualified, but riders were allowed 
90 at the finish. Surprisingly, there 
were few late riders for the sweepers to 
account for because those who were 
out of it wisely took the alternate route 
back to pitside. The last rider — Duke 
De Ponzi came in at 7:15 p.m., 
having had to ride slowly because o 
transmission trouble. His reward was a| 
cold beer and a finisher pin...and a 
very relieved wife. 

The course layout was excellent, 
thanks to the detailed attention o 
Harvey Able and Ron Martinez. Tigh 
woods trail began right at the start an 
went on for about 2.8 miles at 1 
m.p.h. down to some fire road. The 
the course looped back and fort 
across the road at 26 m.p.h. until 
left turn brought the riders on the trai 
to Bald Mountain, where a 
horrendous uphill awaited them. Th 
first check was just over the crest of th 
mountain and few riders were on thei 
minute at this point. A downhil 
followed with lots of tall waterbars t 
cross and lots of rocks to throw fron 
wheels out of track.

Roger made his fourth return to : 


the motocross winter series (now 
called the TransAMA) held annually in 
the U.S. during the GP off-season. In the 


course of the traditional European-American 
motocross struggle that fall, his switch to Suzuki 
was not official — nothing had been signed. But 
the rapidly flying rumors had it that the 
agreement tying DeCoster to Suzuki was being 
held up only by a few, small details that still 
needed resolving. 

In fact, Rogers motocross campaigning in 
Suzuki's yellow and black colors officially dates 
from January 17, 1971. That day he received the 
final contract from  Suzuki's company 
headquarters in Hamamatsu, Japan and returned 
a signed copy to them a few hours after reading it. 
He was designated as the sole Suzuki-mounted 
rider contesting the 500cc World Championship 
Grands Prix. The factory didn't waste any time in 
telling newly-signed rider what they expected. 
Accompanying the contract was a letter from 
Japan, in English which read as follows: 


"We, Suzuki Motor, are now in large 
anticipation of conquering all the GP races of 
1971 by you with machine of Suzuki." 

Pretty confident, whether justified or not, for 
their first year in 500cc World Championship. But 
then, Suzuki had just won their first 250cc World 
Championship with Joel Robert on one of their 
machines. 

Roger read and re-read the letter. He couldn't 
help but come to the conclusion that Suzuki's 
optimism was somewhat exaggerated. 

For one thing, Roger had not until that 
moment been positive that he should race the 
500cc class. After testing, he had come away with 
only minimal confidence in Suzuki's new 367cc 
bike. When they asked. him which class he 
preferred to ride, he answered without the 
slightest hesitation: "250." 

"For one whole season, I wanted to get a chance 
to pilot those remarkable machines which Joel and 
Sylvain used to contest the Grands Prix," said 
Roger. 


Now, during the 1970 American motocross 
season, that same 370 that Roger had been offered 
was given to Sylvain Geboers for testing. Rumors 
immediately started. that Sylvain would move into 
the 500 class. That transfer seemed plausible 
because it appeared that it would be unthinkable 
for Suzuki to start the next World Championship 
season with Joel and Sylvain both still racing in the 
same displacement class. 

All during the preceding season, Joel and 
Sylvain were at each other's throats, with the final 
explosion in that bitter and unrelenting rivalry 
taking place on the track at Wohlen, Switzerland. 
A crash involving the two Belgian racers ended in 
a knockdown fistfight. 


The antagonism that brewed between the two 
Suzuki teammates reached such a high level that 
there was excellent reason to fear that they would 
face off and end up racing fiercely only against 


each other. That was a prospect guaranteed not to 


charm Suzuki Motor.Co. — as they sat around ` 


waiting for the next explosive interaction between 

the hot-tempered Belgians. _ 

Nevertheless, in 1970, the Suzuki factory heads 
never called either Joel or Sylvain before them to 
lay down their responsiblities, obligations, or their 
expected behavior out on the track. No doubt, the 
Beglians escaped such remonstration only 
because, at the end of the season, the World 
Championship belonged to Suzuki. But the fact 
remained that the fratricidal battle pitting Joel 
against Sylvain had reached the point of their 
deliberately handing the overall victory in some of 
the Grands Prix to Heikki Mikkola in order to 
deny the win to the other Suzuki rider. Mikkola, a 
Finnish rider for the Husqvarna factory, took 
advantage of the opportunity. The Suzuki racing 
department could not afford to minimize the 
impact of this kind of behavior — and its net 
negative result for Suzuki. Therefore, it seemed 
that the Japanese would find the solution by 
having Sylvain entering the 1971 motocross wars 
at the handlebars of the new 370. In truth, he was 
under no obligation nor any constraint: Sylvain 
was free to choose what Grand Prix class he 
wanted to ride. 

Sylvain later chose the 250cc class against 
everybody's prediction and Suzuki's wishes. There 
were to main reasons: 

1) Sylvain didn’t have as much confidence in the 
370 as in the 250cc bike which he had ridden in 
1970 and which had ended up being the best 
machine of all 250 GP bikes. He was also afraid 
of the bugs inherent in the new, unproven 370cc 
machine and, while working them out, of losing 
an entire season. 

2) Sylvain, a racer as ambitious as he was afflicted 
with bad luck, also saw Suzuki's proposition 
from the angle of the rivalry that matched him 
against Joel Robert. To accept the offer from 
Suzuki to take over the new 370 could be con- 
strued as shirking direct competition with Joel, 
to whose World Championship hegemony he 
had been wanting to put an end for a very long 
time. Sylvain wanted to be 250 World Champion 
through defeating Joel. 

So it was that, after a few weeks' consideration, 
Sylvain Geboers refused Suzuki's proposition. It 
was a decision which, as it turned out, marked the 
first unsuspected step in Roger DeCoster's progress 
upward — leading him to the 500cc world title. 

For Roger, then, there wasn't much leeway for 
bargaining in the offer Suzuki made him following 
Sylvain's decision: 

"If you join us, you will ride the 370..." There 
is no evidence that would support talk of any 
actual deception by Suzuki, but Roger made it 
well-known that he wasn't especially pleased, since 
he had expressed a desire to ride the 250. 

The brief discussion described above occurred 
on a Monday, November 16, 1970, at the 
corporate headquarters of U.S. Suzuki located in 
the Los Angeles industrial suburb of Santa Fe 
Springs, California. 

Sylvain Geboers and Swede Olle Pettersson had 
just put their signatures on new contracts with 
Suzuki. Joel Robert asked that his contract be re- 
written, incorporating some new conditions he 


would spell out for Suzuki. His World Champion 
status gave him added clout. Roger DeCoster 
finally got back to Suzuki later that week with an 
answer to their proposition. 

“Around mid-October, I went to the U.S, via 
Japan,” Roger remembered years later. “Suzuki 
invited me to their headquarters at Hamamatsu 
for the first preliminary contract talks. They also 
wanted me to test the machines. It was clear that I 
rode better on the 250. Just to be polite, but 
without much real interest, I also tried the 367cc 
bike. I hadn't realized before this that Suzuki was 
already very seriously planning their entry into the 
Grands Prix for the 500cc World Championship. | 
The factory had decided to go the whole route | 
toward the 500 Championship, just like they had 
done when they decided to enter 250cc motocross 


. racing. 


"But, it didn't matter. I meant to give priority 
to job security. In other words, it wasn't playing 
smart poker to bet on the 370." 

Then, just after Roger had finished the 
American winter motocross séries and was staying 
in Los Angeles as a guest of Bud Ekins, he received 
a telephone call from U.S. Suzuki home office in 
Santa Fe Springs. He was asked to test-ride the . 
370, seriously, one more time. 

A meeting place and time were agreed on: 
Monday, December 7, the day after the final race 
of the Trans-AMA winter series at Saddleback 
Park in Orange County, Calif. on that same 
course. This would allow comparison of the lap 
times on the Suzuki 370 with the times that Roger 
had turned 24 hours earlier in actual competition 
on the Saddleback track. 

“That test, for me as well as the people from 
Suzuki, surpassed all expectations. However, it 
wasn't until after signing that contract that I 
learned the times for all the laps during the test at 
Saddleback would have made me the easy overall 
winner if they'd been achieved during the race the 
day before." 

After that test, Roger, though still ignorant of 
the comparative times turned on the CZ and the | 
Suzuki, made a quick reassessment of all sides of | 
his problem and made an agreement in principle | 

an agreement not influenced by the results of | 
his most recent ride on the 370 as much as by © 
other, negative factors. Е 

"Before I kept that rendezvous with Suzuki at 
Saddleback, I went over one more time the mental 
list of slights and petty miseries that I'd had with | 
CZ all during the season. Contrasted with that was 
the exceptionally-good Suzuki competition | 
organization and the extensive support and help 
they gave all their riders. Joel and Sylvain bad 
bent my ear many times extolling the quality of 
the Suzuki effort and its considerable merits. I 
didn't need to be reminded. I'd already witnessed 
that for a whole racing season. Week after week, I | 
had lived and raced in the long shadow of Suzuki's 
excellent competition services department. 1 had | 
been in a very good position to realize the | 
considerable advantages that a rider could rely on 
with that incredibly well-organized Suzuki | 


. support: I had been right behind Joel and Sylvain | 


all season and there was no better viewpoint for | 
getting the message. Even though, from the other 
side of the argument, I owed a large debt of

thanks to Deutsch, Manset, and those with Codiva 
for putting me in Grands Prix where I'd gotten the 
recognition in the first place, 1 knew that they'd 
understand the reasons that were pushing me to 
choose a fresh direction. On that December 7, 
when it came right down to it, I decided once and 
for all to bet everything I had on Suzuki." 

More than a month went by without the 
contract being signed. Before his return to 
Belgium from the U.S., Roger received a draft 
agreement which he returned to Suzuki asking 
that certain changes be made. They agreed. On 
January 15, 1971, he received a telegram from 
Japan announcing they had mailed the final 
version of the contract. A few hours later, Roger 
DeCoster was part of Team Suzuki. 

Actually, Suzuki had been interested in Roger 
during the 1970 Grand Prix season; even then he 
wouldn't say there was absolutely no chance of an 
eventual switch in factories. 

Left too often to fend for himself by the CZ 
factory competition services, Roger got to know 
Suzuki chief engineer Matsuki and the Suzuki 
team mechanics in the pits at each Grand Prix. He 
could always count on a helping hand from them. 
They had particularly given him a lot of help at 
Lvov in Russia, where Roger ran into some 
problems with his bike before the officials would 
let him take part in the U.S.S.R. Grand Prix. 

Matsuki, who had the opportunity to observe 
and reflect without pressure on Roger's 
performance on the track, had put Roger 
DeCoster's name at the top of the list in the reports 
that he sent to the factory chiefs in Japan. He set 
"Operation DeCoster" in motion on September 
11. A letter was sent from Hamamatsu. Its 
intended recipient was Roger DeCoster — but 
they didn't know his home address. So the letter 
was sent to Joel Robert along with a request that 
he forward it to his fellow Belgian. Joel took 12 
days to get it over to Roger's house, about an 
hours drive distant. Joel never explained why it 
took him that long and Roger never inquired into 
the reasons that caused Joel to act so slowly on 
Suzuki's request. On September 25, the letter 
finally reached its addressee. 

Roger now knew that Suzuki was officially 
expressing an interest in him. The next day, the 
response went straight to Japan: the interest was 
mutual. Roger also requested more information 
and details from Suzuki. By the second of 
October, a very precise reply came. It was an 
invitation to come to Hamamatsu to test the 
Grand Prix machines and discuss contracts. 

Before his departure for Japan, Roger still had 
to race the Austrian 250 Grand Prix at the remote 


Alpine village of Launsdorf. After the race, he 


jumped on a Suzuki and made a few laps. That 


same evening, he had a long talk with chief 
engineer Matsuki. The conversation that night 
marked the completion of the first steps by Suzuki 
leading to the 500cc World Championship. 

The Suzuki factory competition department did 
not imagine for even a moment that their slow, 
careful approach to that goal of a world title 
would become a runaway. 

Those truly knowledgeable in GPs thought that 
the DeCoster-Suzuki collaboration in their first 
season together would be merely a year of 
experimentation, research, and development with 
the new 370. 

On April 18th, at Cingoli, the 500 season 
opened with the Italian Grand Prix. There, the 
first 45-minute moto of the 1971 World 
Championship rounds was also the first win for 
Roger DeCoster and his Suzuki 370. 

It was to be quite a year for both man and 
machine. 

“It wasn't in Italy that I got to know the machine 
with which I'd be contesting the Grands Prix in 
1971," remembers Roger. "Prior racing exposure 
on Belgian tracks with the Suzuki 370 surpassed 
all my expectations. I departed for Cingoli very 
confidently. I had another Suzuki factory bike on 
which I'd been competing in the pre-season 
Belgian international motocrosses. That period of 
breaking-in the new equipment before the first 
Grand Prix was conducted under the best possible 
conditions for me and my own racing 
development. But more than that was the fact 
that I felt completely supported by a factory that 
placed a lot of confidence in me and which, as a 
result, provided me with machinery, mechanics, 
and parts that, without doubt, no factory had ever 
before put at the disposition of their riders. It was 
a positive reassurance to me that they were serious 
about our future together. For me, the time had 
come to play my best hand.” 

Roger played that hand with the complete 
command of his craft, acquired in seven years of 
motocross. His poker game with Suzuki 
definitely marked one of the most notable events 
in the history of international motorsport. Neither 
of them were bluffing. 

But was it really a game of chance in which he 
held a lucky hand, as Roger thought at the time? 
In the 1971 battle for the World Championship, 
Suzuki offered to their only 500 class rider a 
machine which brought Roger to the top step of 
the victory podium five separate times in Grand 
Prix competition. It also brought him the world 
title in 500cc motocross. The RN370 was the right 


instrument in the hands of the right man. 

It wasnt only Roger who thought he could 
finish that "experimental season" with very 
positive results. Jeff Smith, already a two-time 
World Champion of considerable racing 
experience, saw Roger at work for the first time on 
the 370 during the running of the traditional 
"Easter Trophy” motocross at Marche-en- 
Famenne, Belgium. He was impressed enough 
that he sought out Roger in the pits after the race 
to tell him straight out: 

“This season, the World Championship is 
yours. On the one condition that you can 
keep control over your nerves.” 

A week later, after another Belgian internation- 
al at Dworp, the Swede Hakan Andersson, who 
was to dethrone Joel Robert to become 250cc 
World Champion in his own right in 1973 riding a 
prototype monoshock Yamaha, told the 
journalists interviewing him: 

“There’s no doubt: Roger is now the 
strongest of all of us. He's my favorite 
for the world title in the 500cc class." 

In 1972, DeCoster and his Suzuki made an even 
more formidable combination. The results sheet 
that year was marked with six overall Grand Prix 
victories and another World Championship. That 
season, the DeCoster-Suzuki domination of the 
Grand Prix circuits was virtually total. In 1973, by 
adding two 500 Grand Prix wins and a third 
consecutive title, Roger and Suzuki equalled the 
record of Paul Friedrichs and CZ, Number One in 
the world in 1966, '67, and '68. From all the 
evidence, including the personal experience of 
those who witnessed that 1973 season, the 
competition against DeCoster was particularly 
fierce. He found himself battling against factory 
teams of three or four riders, all cooperating and 
all competing on other famous marques in the 
motocross field. The odds were stacked against 
him in the '73 game. That state of affairs was 
particularly evident by the end of the season when 
Roger squeezed out the narrowest of victory 
margins over Willi Bauer, top 500 class rider for 
the West German Maico works. DeCoster asked 
the Suzuki officials to sign a rider to join him in 
the 500cc battles. 

Roger voiced his opinion at St. Anthonis, 
Holland, immediately after the Dutch 500 GP and 
the end of the season-long struggle which brought 
him that third world title: “There can’t be any 
question of continuing alone — as the only Suzuki 
‘pilote’ — against all these teams at the same time, 
all of which are made up of more and more 
impressive riders.

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CARLSBAD, CALIFORNIA, JUNE 1: 
The greatest field ever assembled for an 
International moto-cross, either іп 
America or the rest of the world, is 
slated for the HANG TEN UNITED 
STATES MOTO CROSS GRAND PRIX 
- co-sponsored by BELRAY OIL - at 
Carlsbad Raceway in Southern 
California on June 19th. 

The quality of the entry prompted 
three-time USGP winner, Dutchman 
Gerrit Wolsink, to term the event “the 
toughest Grand Prix ever” in a recent 
TransAtlantic phone conversation with 
race promoter, Gavin Trippe. 

“This year the World Championship 
series is at its toughest" said Gerrit, 
"with new machines from Yamaha and 
Honda extending the Suzuki team 
(Gerrit and five-time World Champion, 
Roger De Coster of Belgium) to the 
limit. Every one of the top ten 
competitors - and then some - will be at 
Carlsbad for the HANG TEN/BELRAY 
event and then you have to add in a 
number of top-class American racers 
who don't contest the whole World 
Championship series but who are totally 
competitive with any of us on their own 
ground. 

‘‘When you take that in 
consideration there’s no escaping the 
fact that this is the toughest Grand Prix 
moto-cross so far!” 

The 30 rider field for the USGP 
includes four current and former World 
Champions, sharing a total of 10 World 
Championships between them. Not only 
that, the winner of every World 500cc 
title from 1969 onwards will be starting 
the Carlsbad event! 

Bengt Aberg, who will this year ride 
the only Yamaha four-stroke in Grand 
Prix moto-cross, was Champion in 1969 
and 1970 for Husqvarna. Since those 
days he has ridden for Husky, 
Cheney-BSA, Bultaco and now the 
special Yamaha “thumper” built in 
Sweden as a result of collaboration 
between a trio of ex-title holders. These 
are Aberg himself, Torsten Hallman 
(four-times World 250cc Champion and 
the Swedish Yamaha importer) and Sten 
Lundin, a former double World 500cc 
title winner. 

From 1971 through 1973 the 
fantastic Belgian, Roger De Coster, held 
a stranglehold on the Championship, 
spearheading a Suzuki blitzkrieg which 
was well-nigh invincible. 

Then, in 1974, the blitzkrieg was 
halted (though only for a season) by 
one of the toughest men in moto-cross, 
Finland's Heikki Mikkola. Riding for 
Husqvarna, Heikki edged Roger out of 
the Championship but then gave best to 
the Belgian once again in the following 
season. 

De Coster took the title both in 1975 
and 1976 while Husqvarna switched 
Mikkola to the 250cc category last 
year...a move which resulted in them 
annexing the 250cc World 
Championship. 

Thus we have the unprecedented 
sight of BOTH of the current World 
Moto Cross Champions battling one 
another. Mikkola switched over to the 
Yamaha team and back to the 500cc 
























































































class for 1977 and he and De Coster 
come to Carlsbad holding the first and 
second spots in current Championship 
standings. 

And to this line-up of Champions 
comes another recent convert to the 
tough 500cc class, Sweden's Hakan 
Anderssen, who -was World 250cc 
Champion for Yamaha in 1973. Now he 
rides for the Montesa factory and is a 


definite GP contender on the Spanish _ 


two-stroke. 


In addition to the array of World 
Champions, no less than 17 of the 30 
riders in the HANG TEN/BELRAY 


USGP have won the National 
Championships of their respective 
countries at least once! National 


Championships covered in this list are 
those of the USA, Great Britain, 
Belgium, Holland, Germany, Finland 
and Sweden! 

Current and former American 
Champions riding at Carlsbad are Jim 
Weinert, Pierre Karsmakers (who has 
also been Dutch Champion), Brad 
Lackey, Marty Smith, Bob Hannah, and 
Kent Howerton.

500ce World Championship MX Series - Round two 


Mikkola dominates Dutch GP,

Mikkola and his 384cc 
Yamaha stood head and 


shoulders above the rest of the 
field, sweeping the entire Dutch 


500cc MX GP from setting the 
fastest official qualifying time to 
starting-gate-to-flag victories in 
both 40-minute-plus-two-lap 
motos. 

Roger DeCoster and Brad Lackey 
tied for second overall with Roger 
scoring a pair of third places on his 
Suzuki for 20 World Championship 
points and Brad on his factory Honda 
taking a second in the first race and a 
fourth in the second, also totalling 20 
points. DeCoster's faster time broke 
the tie. Fourth man for the day was 
Suzuki's Gerrit Wolsink with a 5-2 
score. 

The ‘superiority that Mikkola 
exhibited was amazing. He qualified 
fastest with a best lap of 3.09.4, with 
Lackey, Karsmakers and Herlings all 
with $.11s. Sigmans and Aberg had 
2.13s, Hakan Andersson 3.14. 
DeCoster was six seconds off Heikki's 
time in 3.15.1 

The Circuit van Norg is over three 
kilometers long with 9096 of it in the 
woods and dangerously narrow 
because of all the big trees that 
line the track. The starting gate to the 
first turn is pure speedway with the 
fast riders pitching their bikes into the 
tight left hander, driving out of the 
corner to the first man 
made jump, and then diving in to the 
sand and woods with a fast right han- 
der. The track was more like a road 
race than motocross because the sandy 
soil was hard and compact. Only the 
second race really got rough, deep and 
choppy. 

Heikki chose the inside pole position 
and Brad moved in the next slot when 
the riders were called out for the first 





race. Toon Karsmakers and Frank 
Svendson misjudged the start and both 
crashed over their T-shaped gates. 
(Each rider has a "T" in front of him, 
and although each one is separate, 
they are all supposed to drop when the 
electric switch is hit.) The race was, 
delayed while they got back into 
position and their metal bars had to be 
straightened. 

When the gate dropped, it was 
Heikki and Brad who rocketed into the 
lead with Brad drifting a little to the 
outside and Heikki tucking under him 
to exit the first turn first. They dived 
into the woods with Heikki in the lead: 
followed by Brad and Bengt Aberg on. 
the four-stroke Yamaha. 

As they came around to complete 
lap one, it was Mikkola, Lackey, 
Aberg, then Andersson, Sigmans, 
Noyce, DeCoster, Karsmakers, Weil 
and Schmitz in tbe top ten. Aberg 
dropped out after the third lap 
when he lost his chain. Hakan Ander- 
sson had a hard time holding on to hi$ 
Montesa because of the small finger on 
his right hand, painful after being 
broken from Austria. He dropped 
down to sixth by lap four and on lap: 
nine crashed and retired. Maico's 
Graham Noyce moved right up from 
sixth to third by lap four but RD 
passed him on lap six, and then Roger! 
started after Brad. Heikki had stret- 
ched his lead to pull away from the 
rest of the field. 

When Roger made contact with 
Brad with five laps to go, everyone 
waited for Roger to come around: 
ahead of Brad and his Honda. It never 
happened. Brad kept racing as hard as, 
he could, clipping the bushes with his 
shoulders and narrowly missing the big 





trees but still maintaining the safety 
margin of control. He admitted later 
that he had made a couple of mistakes 
which took him off the fast line, but 
Roger couldn't get by him. Heikki 
finished out ahead with Brad and 
Roger crossing the line a bike length 
apart. 

“My bike wasn’t fast enough to over- 
take Brad. I tried to get him in the 
corners, and could close in on. him, 
but on the straights he would just pull 
away," Roger said afterwards. 

Wolsink, one of the heavy favorites 
because of his sand ability, had suf- 


fered a bad start in 16th and worked 
his way up to finish fifth. Pierre 
moved up two places from eighth 
to finish sixth with Weil crashing 
and finishing 14th and Herbert 
Schmitz retiring when a jet came loose 
in his carburetor and his bike 
blubbered to a stop. 

Of the 34 riders that qualified, 
only 15 finished, and Heikki lapped 
all but the 10th place man. 


In the second race, Mikkola put it 
all together again with an ultra fast 
start that carried him unchallenged to 
his second win of the day. In doing so, 
he collected 30 valuable World 
Championship points which put him 
in the lead for the Championship by 
one point over DeCoster. 

Pierre Karsmakers, on the works 
Yamaha, gated well in the second race 
and was second after the first lap with 
Frans Sigmans in third and Aberg in 
fourth. Gerrit had a better start and 
was in fifth, Weil sixth, Schmitz, Jaak, 
Roger, and Yvan-van den Broeck in 
the top ten. 

At the start in the first turn, Brad 

. had come in tight on the inside but 
was forced to squeeze hard to the left 
to-avoid contact with. Sigmans who 
had squared-off the corner and was 
moving in to where Brad was heading 
for. Brad leaned it over farther and 

' farther until his Honda finally went in- 
to a wheel drift and slid out from un- 
der him. His bike lay at an angle in the 
turn with his back to the other riders 
but he was miraculously untouched 
and he got up and got going last. John 
Banks and Andersson went down 
trying to avoid Brad. 

Before the end of lap one, Brad 
had passed half of the riders and was 
in 15th place. He moved up to 11th 
on lap two and then on each lap he 
picked off one rider until he got to 
fourth place behind Roger where he 
finished. On his surge to fourth place, 
Lackey collided with Arne Lodal 
coming off a jump in mid air. Arne's 
footpeg ripped open Brad's leathers at 
the left knee and tore the knee pad 
from its pocket. Arne crashed, but 
Brad maintained his and the Honda's 
balance and kept going. Pierre Kar- 
smakers struck bad luck while lying in 
second place on lap five when his 
monoshock came undone and poured 
all the oil out on the track. A 
locking nut on one of the bolts backed- 
out and the three piece unit came 
apart. Sixteen riders finished the

second race; Heikki lapped all but the 
top six. 

Many people seem to have the im- 
pression that Mikkola is a fearless 
charger who muscles the bike and uses 
his power to bust through the course. 
Heikki is smooth, graceful and sen- 
sitive to the fast smooth lines of the 
technically demanding circuits so 
that he can have 100% of his body’s 
power at the end of the race as 
well as having the feel to save the bike 
as well. Speed, strength and stamina 
are the winning ingredients, and both 
Mikkola and his Heikki Penttila/Abe 
Teruo-tuned Yamaha OW 27 found 
the right combination today. It’s still a 
long road with only two down and 10 


big ones — 20 motos — to go before 
the Championship is decided. e

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Burleson wins 
sabotaged 


Greenhorn National 
Enduro

PASADENA/GREENHORN MTN., 
CA, MAY 28/29 

National Enduro Champion Dick 
"King Richard" Burleson dis- 
pelled any doubts about whether 
he could be competitive in a 
"tmekeepers" enduro by losing just 
one point in the 31st Annual Greenhorn 
National Championship Enduro. 
While a few of the National riders who 
made the long trip west in search of 
double national points thought the 
enduro was too easy, the riders who 
DNF'd disagreed. The attrition rate 
was severe on the local District-37 
rider level. 

At a very early 6:01 a.m. on 
Saturday, the first four of 
approximately 400 hardy enduro souls 
left the parking lot at John Muir High 
School in Pasadena. Five miles later 
they were winding their way up into 
the National Forest above Southern 
California. In previous years the speed 
averages have* been slow, and riders 


complained that it was boring. This 


year the averages were kicked up and 
few complaints were heard — except 
about an errant clock at the third 
check. With more checks to man than 
new LCD electronic clocks available, 
the club used a few of the old D-37 
eight-day clocks. The riders weren't 
happy when the clock error caused the 
cards to be flipped 25 seconds late, 
and many of the better riders had a 
minute early written on their score 
card. The check was thrown out. 

A number of stream crossings were 
mildly exciting as the concrete 
bottoms were moss-covered and 
slippery. 

Burleson had to stop and work on 
an errant carburetor but still made the 
next check on time, impressing local 
ace Tom Spurlock (who was riding 
with him) to no end. The first gas stop 
was near Pearblossom as usual. 

The next section was a disaster — 
the course was repeatedly sabotaged. 
Not only were ribbon and arrows torn 
down, the saboteurs even stapled the 
arrows the wrong way and retied the 
ribbon down the wrong trail leading 
the riders out into the boonies. The 
tampering occurred just before an 
emergency gas so the riders were low 
on fuel — many wandered around and 
ran out. Others, familiar with the area 
(near El Mirage Dry Lake), split for 
Highway 395 and picked up the course 
where it crossed the highway. Many 
rode all the way to Four Corners, 
bought gas, and rode to the next gas 
stop at Harper Dry Lake Road 13 
miles east on Highway 58. PMC 
referee Jack Garrett maintained his 
cool and didnt panic. A quick decision 
to allow an extra hour for the lunch 
stop, which extended the layover 
period to two hours, helped. Riders 
who wandered in even after the two 
hour period were given late numbers 
to complete the last loop of the day. 
There were some unlucky riders who 
didn’t get in and spent a considerable 
amount of time in the hot desert. You 
could tell the woods riders. According 
to one D-37 enduro rider, the woods 
riders were the ones without canteens. 

One group of riders, who will 
remain nameless, came upon the 
course saboteurs and ended up in a 
fight. The group of tamperers were 
‘apparently camped with a large group 
a short distance away. One female 
member of the group was trying her 
upmost to inflict bodily harm on one

of the riders when his partner gave her 
a drop kick, opening up a sizable, 
bleeding wound in her leg. The riders 
had to split when reinforcements 
arrived, and were chased by a car until 
they split across the desert. A nice, fun 


. group of people. 


Naturally, the section was thrown 
ut. Riders unfamiliar with the area 
were understandably upset at being 
lost. Long-time Greenhorn riders 
weren't fazed a bit. International 
Racing Radio Crew (IRRC) was on 
hand to provide communications and 
did an outstanding job in tracking 
down lost riders. 

The last .section was anti-climatic 
but had to be ridden. The feature 
most riders remembered about the 
loop was the three foot deep whoop- 
dee-doos, which took their toll on the 
tired riders. 


Burleson’s riding partner and Husky 
rep John Pavich was on zero until his 
bike seized coming down the highway 
into the finish. Pavich dropped four 
points after he cooled the bike down. 
Tough break. It was Pavich's first 
enduro, and he went on to score high 
point B, which automatically transfers 
him to A. 


Sunday's first loop ran right up the 
highway to Red Mountain. There was 
a lot of pavement this.year due to 
BLM restrictions on course layout. It 
was hard on the riders to have to ride 
down a road because of BLM edict 
when play riders were romping in the 
hills next to the road. 


The first section out of Red 
Mountain had to be re-routed at the 
last minute due to birds nesting near 
the intended course. Never mind that 
the same course had been used in years 
past and by other racers. A reset 
mileage had to be posted to 
compensate for the re-routing. The 
rest of the loop was fun and getting 
better but still not tough enough to 
take points from the better riders. 
Bultacos Mike Hannon was an 
exception when his bike's chain came 
off when it hit a rock, and Hannan 


crashed hard trying to make up time. 
Hannon's arm didn't look too healthy 
and he lost 10 points at the next check. 

The next section was the best of the 
enduro and finally took away points 
from everyone — even Dick Burleson 
dropped a point. As it turned out, it 
was the only point Burleson lost during 
the enduro. The loop was highlighted 
by a downhill which even had the 
national riders impressed. Rick 
Munyon went over the crest and 
looked down to see Mike Hannon 
bulldogging his bike down and figured 
if Hannon had to, he wasn't going to 
try and ride down. Rick was unaware 
that Mike's arm was hurting. 
Reportedly Burleson rode down feet 
up on the pegs. And they said Eastern 
riders couldn't ride rocks! Team Ossa's 
Steve Keull hit misfortune when the 
steering stem on his forks broke and 
the front end separated from the rest 
of the motorcycle. Steve was dazed but 
not seriously hurt in the following 
crash. 

Ron Bishop was trying out his new 
Can-Am and unloaded on the 
downhill when a backing plate broke. 


Bishop was hurting pretty bad but was’ 


hoping it wasn't any more severe than 
pulled muscles as he is scheduled to 
ride the Baja 500 in a couple of weeks. 
District-37 250 class points leader 
Terry Swets hit a rock and had the 
misfortune of the rear tire going flat 
after the first check into the section. 
He decided to go for tt regardless and 
rode flat out. 40 miles later Swets 
pulled into the lunch stop with very 
little remaining of the rear tire. A 
huge chunk of tire flew up, tore the 
rear fender off, and hit Swets in the 
back so hard he almost fell off the 
bike. His back was still hurting after 
the enduro. 

Word filtered in that Can-Am's Skip 


- Olson was out as he hit a check 20 


minutes early somehow which results 
in instant disqualification. Team 
Honda's Jay Tullis also went out when 
his MR175 Honda started to look like 
a chopper — the frame picked a 
bad time to break. Motorcyclist 
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Magazine's Brad Zimmerman, who ` 
was just one point down on Saturday . 
to lead the 175 class, blew the. 
transmission in his IT175 Yamaha. 

For an "easy" enduro there were an 
awful lot of good riders spectating. 
Dirt Digger Gary Woodling came into 
the lunch stop searching for a welder 
to repair the broken swingarm on his 
Yamaha. Woodling got it welded and 
went on to finish third Open A behind 
Burleson and Sanford. j 

Team Suzuki looked like they were 
getting the job done much to the 
amazement of one of D-37’s enduro 
riders who observed them continually; 
stopped on the trail late, trying to 
figure out where they were. Then they 
would boogie by him and into a check 
on time. 

The sections after lunch were all 
roads, dirt and pavement. The course 
went up Jawbone Canyon Road and 
finally ended up at Bodfish near Lake 
Isabella. A gas stop there and then up 
over Greenhorn Mountain and back to 
the finish at Wooford Heights near the 
lake. The road down the mountain 
gave Tom Spurlock, John Pavich, Dick 
Burleson and Mike Sterling a chance 
to race down...with their engines off, 
Spurlock -reported that they had a lot 
of fun passing cars, after sneaking up 
behind them silently. Harry Keast got 
into a race with a Corvette up the 
mountain. The Corvette lost when it 
crashed. Harry did stop and offer to 
get a wrecker. 

When all was settled and done with, 
Dick Burleson just about wrapped up 
another National Enduro title with the., 
double points.. National rules donit, 
count the enduro as two events but as 
one event so the winner received a' 
huge advantage in the points chase, g 
The presence of most of the National; 
contenders underlined the importance. 
of the double points. Sanford ended; 
up second overall and picked up 32, 
national points to maybe help ease the | 
pain of losing out a few weeks ago,, 
when he was held up by a farmer's 
shotgun as the minutes ticked away. 
Suzuki team member Bruce Kenny,, 
took third overall, followed by; 
District-37's Senior class points leader, ; 
Tom Getzfrid, who thumped his way,, 
into fourth overall on his TT500. Fifth, 
overall went to another Suzuki rider, , 
Ted Worrell, proving that the, 
National riders indeed have to have; 
talent to ride unfamiliar terrain and: 
adapt rather well. Sixth overall went; 
to Mike Adams on his enduroized; 
CR250 Honda. Mike's finish was. 
remarkable as he was experiencing; 
carburetor problems. 

District-37 riders thought this year's, 
run was better than years past, even, 
with sabotage and a lot of roads. The, 
National riders thought it was too easy 
but the results don't support that 
opinion. The best rider won and 
Pasadena M.C. couldn't care less if he 
lost one or 100. They feel you don't 
have to necessarily take away gobs of 
points to determine a winner. In this 
case (no zeroes) they were right.

2. Bill 
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gobbling up any one, did slow even the 
super riders down for a few seconds. 
The first gas check came into view at 
52 miles and a 10-minute free time 
break was taken. Again, the club had 
organized very effectively and it was 
easy to find one’s fuel and there was 
plenty of help to pour it. 

The course led on to another down 
hill to Pilot Creek and at this place the 
trail became noticeably more difficult 
— some of the turns were so close that 
the riders had to practically idle 
around the tree stumps and logs. A 
check followed and then the trail went 
along the side of a ravine and finally 
dropped off into Pilot Creek by way of 
a six-foot vertical bank. The arrows 
directed the riders through a culvert 
‘and then along a fire road again for a 
little rest and recreation. There was a 
sign here that read — "Only 79 miles 
to cold beer." 

The speeds in this area and on the 
following sections ranged from 18 to 
27 m.p.h. and the riders were working 
hard to keep up. At checks eight and 
nine, which were located along nit- 
picking trails atop rugged 
mountainsides, even the super riders 
were caught off guard — the checkers 
had to hike in all morning to get set 
up. Mike Hannon apparently got 
airborne somewhere along here and 
found himself landing in the midst of a 
cleverly hidden check with brakes 
locked up in mid air. He and the 
checkers both survived. 

It was also in this area that an 
unidentified rider came into the check 
with one of the many humorous signs 
clamped between his teeth — it read 
Ts this neat or what?” He apparently 
aad something to say but not much 
lime to say it so he gave the sign to one 
of the checkers and then shot out down 
ihe trail again. There's a story there 
somewhere. 

The course now angled Баск 
-owards the finish by devious routes 
ncluding another gas check and the 
Bald Mountain section where an 
observation check was situated to 
atch any course cutters. There were 
\2 checks including two tie-breakers 
and the above mentioned observation 
point. All checks displayed an 
ippropriate pair of flags as described 
in’ the A.M.A. National Enduro 
Kulebook. At the finish the riders 
daimed that cold beer and scored 
themselves. The club ladies had 
charge of the scoring tables and with 
gréat efficiency they soon had the 
National and A riders returns 
tabulated and posted. As with 
everything else the club did the 
mileages, speeds, check placements, 
arrows, mileage markings on corners 
and every detail was done with strict 
adherence to the National Rules 
guidlines. Beyond that there was an 
obvious spirit of total club 
participation that materialized in this 
high quality enduro. Don Sanford 
commented that "We all want to ride 
that perfect wave and we came 
damned close to it today.” 

G.E.R.A. wants to apologize for one 
thing. They aren't very pleased with 
the way the less talented riders react to 
the degree of difficulty on the run. 
They don’t want to turn the Novices 
off to enduroing and they promise that 
in, the future after the real rough 
sections there will be a mileage reset so 
that everyone can catch up again. 

And last but not least, the following 
are the winners of the infamous 
Lovable Lynn Ritner Memorial Award 
for the Last In Class, given in honor of 
District 36 Enduro Steward Lynn 
Ritner, who it must be said, is not a 
turkey: A Rider: Jim Jenkins (Yam), 
284 points; B Rider: Dan Chrusciel (C- 
A), 280 points, all the way from the 
Hill and Gully M.C. in Illinois; C 
Rider: Jack Hagemann (Hus), 354.

Shaver grabs fast 
Saddleback hillclimb

ORANGE, CA, MAY 22 

The May rains did a great deal 
for the ground conditions at 
Saddleback Park, and with all the 
moisture in the hill, this climb 
was one of the fastest ever. 

Running against the clocks at the 
Hill-In-The-Hole always means 
excitement, and when the first rider of 
the day, Steve Stith on a 125 Honda, 
got over the top in just under 14 
seconds, it was a forerunner of what 
was to come. Usually the small bikes 
can't get near the top on this hill. The 
more standard mark was set by Art 
Tower with 140 feet on his Yamaha, 
good for second place in the class. 

The first bike to break the 10- 
second mark among the stockers was 
Ed Shaver on a 500cc Yamaha. 
Shaver's time of 9.80 seconds proved to 
be the fastest of all the stock bikes in 
his class, and was beat only by the 
9.29 seconds of Vince Vinson, winner 
of the 650 Stock class on a Triumph. 

When the modified bikes began to 
run, Doug Hall, on a 250 Bultaco, 
blew all previous times into 
Saddleback's abundant poison oak. He 
sped over the hill in a mere 8.62 
seconds, a time that held to put him 
first in the class. 

In taking first in the 450 Modified 
class, Eldon Peterson set another new 
mark. He took his Maico over in 8.61 
seconds, nearly two full seconds faster 
than anyone else, so far today. 

Bill Correll, riding a highly 
modified 650 Triumph, really stood 
the crowd on its feet when he aimed 
his bike for the top and refused to be 
pushed aside by the ruts. His time was 
7.99 seconds and no one expected that 
mark to fall.

Seventeen bikes had entered the 
climb in the open class. All 17 had a 
good chance at the win. All made it 
over the hill, and the slowest time 
posted was a speedy 12 seconds. But, 
12 seconds lost all meaning when the 
first round of competition was 
completed. Bill Landsborough had 
come down from up north, and he 
took his. big Norton over the top in 
7.61 seconds to lead the round. 

As the big bikes approached the line 
for their second run at the hill, there 
were five riders with speeds of from 
7.71 to 7.61 seconds. Five riders with a 
time spread of less than 10/100ths of a 
second. Those riders, in addition to 
Landsborough, included Neal 
Mackel, Ron True, Ed Shaver and 
Ron Saffel. but, it looked pretty much 
as if Landsborough had it tied up for 
the class. Then Ed Shaver did the 
impossible. Of all the riders, he was 
able to beat his earlier time by a 
considerable margin. He set the fastest 
time of the day with a 7.28 seconds, a 
mark that just couldn't be. touched. 

Following the running of the open 
class, each previous class winner had 
one more chance at Shavers mark, 
one more chance to take the overall 
win. Most class winners didn't even 
try. They figured that the smaller 
bikes had too little chance at such a 
fast time, and with the World 
Championship climb only two weeks 
away, they didn't want to risk bike 
failure or extensive damage. 

None the less, three riders did 
decide to take after the fast mark. 
Mackel, who had won the 500 
Modified class, Peterson, winner of the 
450 Modified class and Correll, winner 
of the 650 Modified class, all decided 
to go all the way. 

Mackel set a time of 9.61, Peterson 
came in at 9.28, and Correll was the 
last man with a chance. Having 
already gone over the top in under 
eight seconds, Correll knew that he 
had to really push to shave away nearly 
two seconds for the win. 

Correll is noted for being highly 
competitive. He took off the line and 
that bike was full open. But, the hill 
was rough. Too many bikes have 
chewed their way to the top. Correll's 
bike hit one of those ruts and flew 
skyward. After halfway up the hill that 
big Triumph turned gently, end over 
end for two complete endos before it 
settled — again, gently to the 
ground beside Correll. 

It wasn't fast time. It wasn't even an 
over. But Correll and his Triumph 
had ended the climb with the most 
spectacular crash of the day. To 
everyone's surprise, the bike was not 
damaged at all, and since Correll had 
bailed off as the bike made it’s skyward 
ascent, neither was the rider. 

Ed Shaver took home the well 
deserved overall winner trophy, and 
the spectators took home the unreal 
experience of seeing a motorcycle do 
aerobatics and settle gently back to 
earth, unscathed. e.

Heikki storms 
Sweden, Lackey 
wins first moto

EDSBYN, SWEDEN, MAY 15 
Heikki Mikkola, current 250cc 
World Champion and former 
500cc World Champion, is 
coming on strong with his 384 
Yamaha and has now stretched 
his lead toward a second 500cc 
title over five-times World 
Champion Roger DeCoster by 
eight points after collecting 27 points 
for his 2-1 day in the Swedish Grand 
Prix. : 
Heikki, for the second week in a 
row, posted fastest qualifying time on 
the very short 1,505 meter Wox- 
nadalens Motorklubb circuit with a 
best lap of 1.48.4 Brad Lackey on the 
factory Honda was again second 
fastest this week and tied with Roger 
with a 1.50.1 Bengt Aberg, on his 
home track, clocked a 1.50.7 and the 
rest of the top 10 qualifiers were 
Noyce, Karsmakers, Lindfors, Ander- 
sson, Wolsink with Sigmans and Bauer 
tying for tenth with identical 1.53.6s. 
The circuit was only five meters over 
the FIM minimum of 1500 meters and 
even though it was on the short side 
none of the riders complained about 
the length, especially after last week's 
endurance race course in Holland. 
The starting gate was wide enough for 
36 riders, but only 32 were allowed to 
qualify for the two World 











Championship races and there were no 
support classes. 

The area of Sweden where the race 
was held is mostly under water now as 
a result of an unusually long winter 
with record snowfall. In several places 
water ran in a stream across the track 
and a small sand-covered bridge made 
of trees was built on one section. 

Behind the starting gate the deep 
sandy mud turned into an axle deep 
rut that threw many riders off their 
bikes in practice and was the undoing 
of many in the race. The.circuit was 
compact and spectators at certain 
locations along the track could see the 
riders for the complete race. A normal 
sandy track is not so dangerous on 
machines but the track at Edsbyn was 
filled with rocky gravel, large stones 
hidden in the mud, wood chips and 
sawdust. The wood by-products were 
used in an attempt to absorb some of 
the wet. 

The weather Sunday morning was 
cold but not raining. After the rider’s 
presentation they were called to the 
starting area for their 1:30 p.m. race. 
They rolled onto the concrete slab 


and when all 32 riders were ready. 


the gate slammed down and the bikes 
spun onto the sand, blasting their way 
to the first turn. Brad Lackey gunned 
his Honda ahead of the pack to the fir- 
st right hand sweeper but Herbert 
Schmitz had taken a wide line way on 
the outside and he rode his Maico with 
the momentum that drove him past 
Brad for the lead as they charged out 
of the corner. Heikki tucked into third 
with Noyce in fourth. 

In mid-pack at the first turn Pierre 
Karsmakers hit a rut and fell, injuring 
his left wrist as the bike fell on him. 
His left arm and neck got scraped up 
pretty bad and he was helped 
stagger off the track as his Yamaha 
was dragged off to the infield. Roger 
got a bad start which he later blamed 
on too much wheel spin on the con- 
crete. 5

After two laps Brad was still 
pressing Schmitz with Heikki falling 
back until he came by the mechanic's 


area, pitted, and had mechanic Heikki 
Penttila straighten his bent shifting 
lever. Heikki had fallen back because 
the gearbox was stuck in first gear as 
the result of a rock bending the lever. 
Heikki had lost no positions, that’s 
how far the first three were out in 
front. 

On lap four it was Brad who 
emerged in first position when Schmitz 
crashed. Brad didn't see it happen, he 
just came around this corner and 
Schmitz was still on the ground. Brad 
now had no one in front of him and he 
began to ride to keep his lead over the 
hard-charging Finn. 

Bengt Aberg was up with the front- 
runners when his rear axle broke on 
the outside right stem, it backed-out 
and the loose wheel snapped the chain 
which ripped a hole in the crankcase. 
Bengt did further damage to the 
engine when he crashed and the shif- 
ting spline bent backwards. 

Gerrit Wolsink had a rough time in 
his struggle to finish eighth. His chain 
came off on the second lap, he rolled it 
back on and remounted only to have it 
happen again in the last minutes of the 
race. He was disgusted and depressed 
after the race. 

Adolf Weil was forced out with a 


, flat rear tire after the first 10 minutes. 


Up ahead of all the traffic, crashes, 
chains derailing and spokes getting 
busted on the machine-eating course, 
a red Honda and white Yamaha were 
smoking everybody. With about 10 
minutes and two laps to go Heikki star- 
ted to gain on Brad. The crowd tensed 
for the climatic finish between the two 
former teammates. Heikki cut the 
gap to eight seconds then really started 
pouring it on. 

The ruts were becoming deep mud- 
dy traps that were catching and 
crashing riders at every corner. Brad 
kept it wide open in his determination

The last four laps had all the retired! 
riders, mechanics, supporters and fans! 
cheering them both on and running! 
from the terrific race that Brad and! 
Heikki were waging. ! 

On the last lap Brad was giving it! 
everything with his Honda skimming’ 
the long sweeping corners, diving into’ 
the sharp corners and blasting onto’ 
the straights. Heikki was making an all, 
out effort to get by and was right on 
Brad's back wheel when the checkered 
flag appeared. When it dropped, Brad 
had won by seven-tenths of a second 
with a 24-lap time of 45:15 flat. As 
Brad shot a glance over his shoulder 
crossing the finish line Heikki was 
right by his side. 

For Brad it was the first win in his 
first season with Honda of Japan and 
more important it gave him fifteen 
valuable World Championship points, 
moving him up to fourth in the stan- 
dings ahead of Noyce. Brad was super 
happy about the win and Heikki; 
flashing his boyish grin, gave his now 
famous statement about his second 
place finish with the comment, “Not 
so bad, better than nothing. 

DeCoster had recovered from his 
bad start and had flashed through the 
pack to take third with Schmitz 
remounting after his early crash and 
finishing fourth. 

Arne Lodal of Denmark brought 
the Husqvarna factory’s new prototype 
390 into a well-earned fifth place with 
Bauer finishing sixth after a last lap 
duel with KTM teammate van 


Velthovan in which Willy drove ahead 
of Jaak on the next to last corner of the 
last lap to put Jaak down in seventh. 

Gerrit limped home in eighth after 
his chain problems and Hakan Ander- 
sson was ninth with Graham collecting 
one point for his tenth place finish. 
Graham had been catching Schmitz, 
but with two laps to go his chain slip- 
ped off and it dropped him way down. 

Eighteen riders finished with only 
the top riders up to seventh place on 
the same lap as Brad's 24-lap race. 

Heikki blasted into the lead of the 
second race and was never seen again 
as he bolted into a 23 second lead 
after only two laps. Swede Arne 
Lindfors on the Enequist-sponsored 
Husqvarna took a good start and was 
in second place in the early minutes 
until a broken brake rod bolt forced 
him out. 

Brad got a bad start then bad luck 
hit him after a few laps when his Hon- 
da became a victim of the track and 
threw its chain. It got wedged between 
the brake activating arm and the 
backing plate and as he struggled to 
force the chain free his chances of any 
points in the second race slowly 
dissolved. Brad finally forced the 
chain loose, rolled it on the sprocket 
and completed the lap to retire. His 
philosophy was to save his energy and 
bike for the race in Finland rather 
than risk crashing and injuring himself 
while trying to salvage one or two 
points in the chase for 10th or ninth 
place. When the day finished Brad 
had emerged as the only rider capable 
of staying with and beating Heikki. 

Wolsink crashed early in the race 
when his front wheel got stuffed into a 
rut and pitched him off. He remoun: 
ted and raced an excellent race to 
finish second, 32 seconds behind 
Heikki. 

It looks like Roger is becoming “Mr. 
Third Place.” In the last four races in- 
cluding the second race in Sweden he 
has earned four third places. That's 
40 points and exactly the kind of 
riding that it will take to keep him in 
the hunt with Heikki until Roger gets 
it all together and we'll start seeing this 
World Championship series become a 
continuation of the 1975 battles when 
Roger regained his title after losing it 
to Heikki in '74. 

Heikki is definitely the 500 rider 
who has it all together right now. Bike 
and man are smooth, graceful and fast 
and this combination has put him in 
the lead right now for this year's 
championship. 

In the last two races Brad has 
proved that he to has the winning 
combination and we may see him 
moving higher in the standings if he 
keeps up with his strong fast racing. 

The track in Finland, on Heikki's 
home track, is also a deep sandy one. 
If Heikki and Brad keep going the way 
they have been they should be 


finishing on top again. 

With 27 points Heikki has now 
brought his total up to 73 over Roger 
who now has 65. Wolsink has hung on 
to third with 52 and Brad has edged 
past Noyce into fourth with 39. 
Graham isn't so far back with 32 and 
Finland will be a big one for these 
riders before they take a week break 
before the West German round on the 
fifth of June in Bielstein, West 
Germany near Koln (Cologne). "ө

President Carter issued E.O. 11989 
one day after his environmental 
message to Congress. The order 
amends President Nixon's E.O. 11644, 
which mandated off-road vehicle 
management on public lands since it 
was issued in 1972. 

The amendments outlined in E.O. 
11989 increase the authority of land 
use agency heads to close public land 
to ORVs, but place greater restrictions 
on the use of that authority than the 
proposed CEQ version which leaked in 
March. The original CEQ version, if 
issued, would have resulted in blanket 
closure of public land to ORVs. 

When the CEQ draft was leaked to 
off-road interests, it touched off one of 
the most intense political action 
campaigns in the history of organized 
motorcycling. The result was a flood 
of protests which delayed issuance of 
E.O. 11989 by several weeks ‘and 
slightly changed the content of the 
order itself. 

The new order dictates that “the 
respective agency head” will close a 
tract of public land “whenever he 
determines that the use of off-road 
vehicles will cause or is causing 
considerable adverse effect on the soil, 
vegetation, wildlife, wildlife habitat or 
cultural or historic resources..." 

Associate Director of the AMA 
Legislative Department Rob Rasor 
commented, "Herein lies the big 
difference from the CEQ wording. Its 
version would have dictated that land 
use agency heads close any land area 
about which ORV-related 
environmental questions were raised, 
regardless of whether those questions 
had any basis in fact. 

“Under the new wording, two key 
things are different. First, any action 
taken must include an opportunity for 
public participation as outlined in 
Section 3 of E.O. 11644. Secondly, the 
respective agency head must make a 
conscious determination about the 
environmental impact of ORVs. The 
AMA's Washington attorneys advise 
that this should preclude closure in 
reaction to false charges or frivolous 
lawsuits. In order to close land, the 
land. agency head must be able to 
document that ORVs definitely are 
causing or will cause considerable 
adverse effect on the environment.” 

Also included in E.O. 11989 is 
Section 9(b), written by the CEQ to 
resolve a question regarding Bureau of 
Land Management (BLM) authority as 


- outlined in President Nixon's E.O. 


11644. In a draft environmental 
impact statement written in response 
to a suit brought against the BLM by 
the Wildlife Federation, the Bureau 
claimed it did not have the authority 
to close land in the manner dictated by 
the court. Section 9(b) of the new 
executive order is designed to provide 
that authority. 

“The real need for this section 
remains a big question mark in our 
minds,” Rasor said. “In the issue 
paper which the CEQ wrote in an 
effort to justify its version of this 
executive order, the opinion is 
expressed that the BLM already has 
the-necessary authority. But since the 
two agencies disagree on the matter, 
that is being accepted as justification 
for giving the authority to the BLM 
once again. 

“Unfortunately, Section 9(b) was 
not changed by the President. Loosely 
interpreted, it provides very broad 
closure power affecting hundreds of 
thousands of square miles presently 
being used for off-road motorcycling. 
There are: many possible legal 
implications in this section which our 
attorneys are presently investigating.”

One lady whom I 
interviewed shortly after she had been 
appointed to a high government post 
admitted that her aim, and the dream 
of her fellow Sierra Clubbers, was to 
make the entire state of California one 
big state park! They would prohibit 
farmers from plowing, fishermen from 
fishing; how would we be fed? Who 
will pay the welfare bill for all these 
unemployed — breadwinners? “The 
government will import food and 
support the unemployed," answers the 
environmentalist. 

Unfortunately, the government is us 
when it comes to paying taxes, but not 
us, the working public, when it 
concerns "government-owned" land. 
Environmental-cases have created a 
fifth column within the U.S. 
bureaucracy that will not be easy to 
dislodge. They have infiltrated every 
level of the government and new 
mega-bureaus have been created by 
compliant politicians to employ 
greater armies of anti-people paper 
shufflers. Their mission is to take away 
our jobs, our recreation, our 
independence, our very right to exist 
as human beings. 

You may think the 
environmentalists are pro-hiker, but 
they hate hikers almost as much as 
they hate the rest of us. Some have 
suggested that we attack hikers as 
being even more “destructive” of 
nature than bikers, but that would 
merely speed up the next step in the 
anti-people program. Pedestrians are 
next on the environmental hit list. 

How can we fight back in our own 


defense? I don't know. Letters to 
Washington haven't worked; 
demonstrations didn’t help the 


loggers. Do we hold the little lady in 
the New Yorker cartoon hostage until 
our demands are met? Does anyone 
have any ideas out there? e.

arry Roeseler cruised 
at about 80 m.p.h. 
and zeroed in on the 
bomb banner and 


access road that wormed through the 
crater-like terrain at Sunday's Master 
Links Hare and Hound, leading the 
field. As Roeseler intercepted the road, 
he had to make a right-hand turn that 
looked almost impossible at that 
speed. Two inches higher on the sandy 
road shoulder and Roeseler would 
have been in trouble, just like second 
place and brand-new expert John 
Prater Jr. was. Prater tried to follow 
Roeseler's line, overshot the road 
bank, hit an 18-inch-high sand knob, 
went into tank slappers, downshifted 
and continued on. 

Next to the bomb was the red 
Wheelsmith Maico of Chuck 
Pettigrew, followed by Bill “Checker” 
Saltzman, Gene Rowden and Tim 
Fitzpatrick. Next bike through was 
first amateur James Lawrence, chased 
by Mike Cole, Mike Alexander, and, 
at 40th, Jim Payton. Eugene Stoops 
was next, running first C bike; chased 
by second amateur heavy Beverly 
Hughes; Senior Dick Camp; Tom 
Grant, second C; then Charlie 
“Raceway Cycle” Hamill, first trail. 
Hamill gets bomb runs that 250 and 
big bore riders envy. 

The course picked up Melville Dry 
Lake. Instead of going to the right as 
so many others do, the course swung 
left to a windy fire road. Surviving five 
miles of this, the road dribbled off into 
deep, sandy, bike-swallowing whoop- 
de-doos. After about a mile or so of 
this Gary Graefe; Bob Carpenter, 
(third); and Greg Perkins, first C 
amateur enjoyed it about as much as 
we enjoy Bessemer mine road. 
Turning left up the sandy canyon, the 
whoops and helmet-housed profanity 
got worse, but the Webco arrows 
pointed right heading Ed Ogden and 
his tail-gate companion Terry 
Nicholson towards the giant sandy 
downhill. Buzzing their engines 
through the steep, off-camber sand, 
they rode past the black rocks to the 
left that have stood at the top of the 
downhill like sentrys. Banzaiing to the 
bottom Benny Gorton, James Vincent 
and Richard Watson picked up the 
only check on the loop then headed 
out toward the next ridge of rocks. 

Roesler had been pumping Husky 
iron for almost 25 minutes and still 
there was no Novice-Beginner start. 
The shuffle for position was at second 
third and fourth spot. Prater fractured 
his bike’s swing arm putting him out of 
action, and letting smiling Bill 
Saltzman in for second while Bruce 
Ogilvie and his shadow (amateur Ron 
Irby) — who both slipped by the bomb 
unnoticed — went at it all through the 
rocky wash out section. 

Still no  Novice-Beginner start. 
Roeseler had no trouble navigating 
through the flat plateaus with their 
vee-type crossovers. He had no trouble 
with the rocky goat trail that was 
designed with two cases of dynamite, 
but by the time Garry Hall, Larkin 





Wight, senior amateur  Clinard 
Swafford and C bike rider David 
Woolmore hit this area, it was a 
handful. In places like this you really 
see biker unity. Every rider is hoping 
the guy in front of him makes it up 
the goat trail without any problems; 
but as soon as they get back in the flat 
lands. . . 

Still no Novice-Beginner start. Out 
of the corner of my eye I saw a rider 
with a contrail of dust. Viewing Larry 
from about three miles away when he 
is at top speed is like looking at an over 
passing jet. The speed and contrail of 
the jet look exactly the same as the 
Husky man flying across the desert. 
Roughly four minutes passed before 
second place Saltzman crested the rise 
on the eight-mile straightaway to the 
pits. Then came Ogilvie, Irby, Brian 
Wright, Max Eddy and Charlie 
Barney. Barney eliminated his closest 
competitor, Mike Alexander. He and 
Barney were dicing in the rocky 
section and as Barney surged ahead, 
he kicked a rock up knocking Mike's 
air stem off of his forks. Mike 
Alexander looked like he had struck 
oil; his face, chest, goggles and gloves 
were coated with Bel-Ray and Swell 
Seal. 

Roeseler slid into the Huntington 
Beach pits, had new goggles postioned 
on his helmet, several swings of “Wet 
Energy”, gas topped off, quick look at 
spokes and chain and the 390 Husky 
roared out of the pits, picked up home 
check, then headed out on loop two. 
All this took less than 20 seconds. As 
Oren Beck placed Roeseler’s dripping 
quick-fill can back in its holder, the 
novice-beginner * ace was finally under 
way. These poor guys must have been 
chewing finger nails through their 
gloves because when the banner 
dropped, the dust trails resembled a 
sky rocket when it explodes — 360 
degrees of novices. Some headed for 
the rock pile, some for Victor Pass: 
Others looked like they started straight 
ahead then decided to go the other 
way. The bomb was really hard to zero 
in on and by the time the 
beginner/novices got there they were 
so spread out it was like trying to keep 
track of Indians during a wagon train 
attack. Dean Kirk hit the bomb like a 
bullet. Then came Brett Howell, Don 
Boese of the Desert Rats, Marvin Van 
Sickle (a beginner), Dan Classon, 
Jim Rothier, Kerry Schmidt, then first 
C bike rider Rick Davis. The first 
Invader through was Harold 
Buckmaster, then first trail bike Paul 
Krause of the Sled Riders, who had to 
detour through the moon stuff 
working his way left to the road and 
freedom. Heading across Melville dry 
lake it was a real drag race between 
Art Gertz, first senior Bob McClelland 
and long time prospector Neil 


Manninen. Bob Fortune separated the 
two C bikers — Marv Cates, a 
beginner; and Bill Farrow, a novice. 
Running first beginner 250 was Sled 
Rider Paul Ryan who had Gary Brown 
and Danny Gonzales right on his 
fender riding escort. As leader Kirk 
approached the rocky uphill, the 
amateur/experts had crossed the red 
mountain uphill used at the Desert 
Squirrels bomb, then began working 


their way through the fast ricky stuff to 
the left heading towards Camp Rock. 

Roeseler had already blasted down 
the big sand wash, made a left turn 
exit then started into the cross country 
fast stuff and check four. The hard 
chargers of the day were Max Eddy 
(coming from back in the pack to sixth 
behind Brian Wright), and Cory 
Timms doing the same thing settling 
in at eighth, then Terry Rupple and 
Jay Orendorf. Pat Norton was real 
glad expert Gary Graefe was behind 
him because Graefe kept second place 
amateur 250 Tony Steffins back for a 
while. Right behind Steffins was 
second heavy amateur Dan 
Thordarson separating third-place 
250 amateur Rich Watson. Within six 
positions, five class battles were going 
on. Bob Delliplaine had sole posession 
of first heavy senior as Dick Camp 
failed to show. Alan Johnson was 
second, Charlie Hermanson a strong 
third, Bill Ogden at fourth in Charlie's 
dust. Invader Steve Webb had Jeff 
Robbins behind him and moving. The 
same thing was going on between 
Roland McFadden, Pack Rat Karl 
Miller and Dez Fox Kenny Dodd. 
Senior 250 Expert Bob  Tarazas 
separated the three superb trail bike 
riders as they charged down the wide 
sand wash. After a five-mile stretch of 
cross country, the course jumped into 
a small sand wash segment. Jack 
McEvoy, head Pack Rat, jumped in 
and destroyed his rear brake backing 
plate. With his brake shoe sticking out 
like a spoiled kids tongue, Jack 
couldn't go as fast as the other guys so 
when he came to the road crossing he 
got to look at the “nekkid” virgin twice 
as long as the rest of the racers did. 

By this time Roeseler was behind 
sage mountain, in the soft sandy 
stubble heading home. Saltzman 
couldn't believe he was still in the race 
as nothing had happened to his tires or 
bike. Max Eddy, enjoying the same 
luxury for a change moved into third 
as the three 250 Experts stacked up 
fourth, fifth, and sixth — Ogilvie, 
Wright and Charlie “sabotage” 
Barney. 

Cory Timms couldn't believe the C 
bike expert behind him. It was Rick 
Shumaker with a grin protruding over 
the top of his Moto Star. It looked like 
he was going to wrap up a class win 
and a finish (his first finish since the 
Moose run). Second C bike expert 
Tom Grant, a die-hard Husky rider, 
decided to try a monoshock. It seems 
his left rear shock eye went south and 
Tom resembled a kangaroo rat 
bouncing across the mighty Mojave 
towards the finish. 

Intercepting the west end of soggy 
dry lake, Roeseler gassed his Husky for 
home. Jogging through the rocky 
uphill section, clearing the wash, then 
hanging on through the wash board 
whoop-de-doos. At a right turn down 
the sand wash above the camp area, 
Roeseler did a small sky shot, then 
shut down for the win. As the finish 
line girl tucked Roeseler's pin in his 
glove, novice Dean Kirk took home 
check. Eight minutes later Charlie 
Fowler cruised through followed by 
Brett Howell. About three bikes later 
the first beginner took the checkered. 
Sled Rider Robert Beardsley rode a 
great race, losing two positions due to 
a get-off five miles from the finish. 
Dan Drew was next on a mean- 
sounding four stroke. Dan handled it 
like a trail bike. Next came Sled Rider 
Paul Krause picking up first trail 
novice. Then Marc Cates, the C bike 
class winner. Dave Quintard picked up 
first 250, then pie plater Mike Knight 
came in for third heavy. Another pie 


plate heavy Clyde Treadway, then 
second 250 ace Gregg Miller. Rich 
Little heavyweight, first senior 
heavyweight Dave Kolek, Mike 
Roderick heavyweight, then second 
trail novice Oren Beck II. Lyle 
Anderson heavyweight, third trail 
John Staffle, Ken Guyett first trail 
beginner, Chris Farrow second C bike, 
Chris Kolek second trail beginner then 
Jeff Gibson riding his first-ever 
anything on a Bultaco of course (his 
brother is #35X Mike Gibson). 

Turning out of the big wash Fowler 
kinda figured the only way to close the 
gap between himself and Kirk was 
almost impossible so he maintained 
the fine pace he had throughout the 
race knowing there would-be another 
day. Brett Howell, running third 
overall and third heavy, had to 
maintain a fast pace as the young 
Invader Ken Makos had but one thing 
on his mind — win! Completing the 
cross country sectin, paying due 
respects to the “virgin,” Jim Rothier 
continued his pursuit of Rick Davis. 
Rick Davis was trying to get by Larry 
Mulch so he could battle Dennis 
Marchand for second C bike. Getting 
the last check of the race, second and 
third place 250 riders Neil Manninen 
and David Byrd diced it out as the 
adrenalin reserves were called into 
action due to the intense competiton. 
One wrong move in this terrain and 
you get no second chance. By the time 
the racers cleared the rocky uphill area 
above soggy dry lake, Dean Kirk paid 
the lady a quarter for his snow cone. 
The course as you could tell was super 
fast, but marked well. The weather 
was OK but some of the wind that 
blew all night could have been used 
race day. 

The determination trophy of the 
week goes to Jack McEvoy, continuing 
on with no rear brake through some 
rough country (his wife can't figure 
out why he had a big smile on his face 
at the finish). The desert "fox" of the 
week goes hands down to Miss Joyce 
Haas, as she was the “nekkid” virgin. 

The I Don't Believe It Happened 
award goes to Lisa Christensen, whose 
bike and bod were crunched by a 
Honda 750 street bike, at Soggy. John 
McCown, doing a solo performance 
should break something more often. 
Since his foot, he’s racked four C bike 
senior class wins in a row. Bob Tartter 
thinks his new dog will slow him down. 
This was Jay Orendorf's first race in 
four months following his car 
accident. He said the stories in Cycle 
News made him anxious to get back 
out here again.

Larry Roeseler (Hus) led from 
the bomb to win the Simi Valley 
M.C. hare ’n hound.

Ryan didn't have a 
chance to relax as he had to fight his 
suspension as well as Zack Peterson 
coasting in for third. Rick Boyer and 
Paul Bayless were fourth and fifth 
heavyweights. Dan “Sorehead” Theel 
bagged first Trail Novice, Bob Guyett 
got by John Quibodeaux for second. 
Diana Elias finished. Bob Brawner 
carried home the 175 bike honors 
followed by Chris Farrow. Bob 
Hermansen coasted in and shut down 
shortly, satisfied with third and a 
finish. 

Heading down the trail paralleling 
Trona Road, the dust trail and the 
deep roar of the 390 Husky became 
audible as Roeseler chalked up 
another win in the dez.
